Corsones and Brush became a byvvord known r_o s and marveled at, bv 
every hoop fan m the state as die "Big Five' 1 ground out victory after victor) 
and became the first quintet ever to he undefeated in Vermont competition 
The Raiders also set another record bv winning all of their first twentv-one 
game 1 - which included the whole Southern Vermont League schedule p I n - 
three games with highly rated out of the state teams After the hnal smoke 
ol battle had cleared, the Redmen held a twenty-five and two seasonal record, 
including play in two tournaments 

Coach "Bundsie' Keefe started his boys off slowly and emphasised 
defense during the first part of the season. As the campaign progressed, the 
Raiders uncorked a three pronged fast break that completely outclassed their 
opponents and left no doubt as to their decisiye superiority. 

The Keefemen had a terrific scoring punch in Davine, Laird, and Ferraro 
i hat Was impossible to stop All three were capable of having a hot night 
and each went out and garnered over twenty points in a single contest. At 
least one was bound to be hitting each game and when they all got on the 
bandwagon at once, it was beautiful to see. 
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The floorwork and piaymaking of Captain Johnny Ferraro sparked the 
team Besides setting up his mates, |ohnnv was deadly on fast, tricky shots 
under the basket, and he exasperated a good many opponents. Rangy Dick 
Laird was high scorer for the Redmen with 329 markers, Dick specialized 
in rebound tap shots and near the end of the season perfected a shoulder 
protected pivot shot that split the meshes a good many times. Joe Davine 
was close behind with 323 counters. Joe was the set-shot artist of the club 
and also a hard rebounder who followed up his shots, None of the boys 
were outstandingly high scorers, but they had the unselfish knack of teamwork 
that brought the squad to the top. 

The whole team was a smooth' working defensive unit, but outstanding 
in the backcrout were Ted Corsones and Charlie Brush. These boys were 
aggressive all the way, especially savage rebounder s r and also exceptional 
ball handlers that fitted in very well with the Keefe style of play. 

Chief reserves for the Raiders were Dick Davidson, Captain-elect for 
next year and Bill Grace. These boys were invaluable when it became neces- 
sary to spell the regulars and were greatly responsible for the successful season. 
Dave Roe, Bob Willson and Hubie Hinds completed the squad's roster and 
played in enough games to secure their letters.
